13.— ThenpraMota- 
tlTMof the rarvirlng vetenuM of *hK 
Union army, from nearly every Htat*' 
and territory, nmrrhod y(!sU*rdivy 
through the twin cities vf FittsburK and 
Allegheny and recuivud the pluudits :tMd 
homage at more than a third of a mill- 
ion of ipectaton. It was the 98th na- 
tional pvade of the bogn in UtM, sad it 
mv he the last one. 

For eereral yean pact there haa beea 
a gradoally irrowing aentiment among 
UieTeterana in favor of diaoontinning 
this feature of tiie national encamp- 
ment, on the gronnd that the rank and 
file ia growing too old and enfeebled to 
stand the strain of long joameys, prep- 
aration and march, as well as the risk 
of illuesg, resoltiug from exposure to 
the ilcmoits. Thu feeling is growing 
tlmt tin- time is approaching when the 
ttiiuuiil parade shoald be Btnckeu from 
the proKrain of the encampment exer- 
cises and will probably take form in tin; 
prt si ntatioii <i a specific resolution dar- 
ing till! preKi iit se:-<si(jn. 

On ti.is iiccouiit thousands of old war- 
riors who liad not niiircluid for yoars, 
donned thi-ir sloucli liats and bra^s-but- 
tonfd uiiit'orni.-, k^vc an extra jmIi-Ii lu 
their corjts badi;fs, and, sti'jipiuK to tln' 
btraiiisnf ".MiirohinKThrou;,'!! I Jior^da, " 
imagined for thu hour tliai thvy were 
boys aKiiin. 

Promptly at lO:!,") o'clock there was a 
rear of cannon, a htirst of trumpets. :!iid 
then tlie C'seortin^f platoon of police 
moved down Smithtield street, spaiiuiJiK 
the roadway froni curb to curb. 

Bv virnie of seiiiority, IHinoiri had the 
right of lino, but in point of numbers it 
did not make the appea r a no a tiuit had 
been expoctod. 

The Buckeye state made an escelleut 
tihowing, between 30 and 40 posts, from 
Cincinnati, Ashtabula, Lima, Day ton, 
Toledo, Canton and other cities being 
in line. 

A tumultntous reception was lu cord- 
ed througliout the route to tlie comra'les 
from New York. This division wivs 
headed by a platooi of veterans in black 
undress uniform, with white gloves and 
helmets, and who kept step with a pre- 
dsion that insured them a vociferous 
recognition. , _ 

It waa 1:80 before the Pennsylvania 
department 8wuu;j; into line and clo.sed 
up the rear of one of the greatest (i. A. 
R. parudeB ever held in the Cijuntry. 

At 8 o'clock the end of the column 
reached the Associated Press office, the 
parade having been just 4 boon and 16 
minutes in passing down Fifth aTenne. 
Then the divisions broke into posts and 
marched to their quarten in dlffSMnt 
parts of the two ciaes. 

It is impossible to form any aooorata 
estimate of the number of qpeotaton. 
Every available inch alooy the lonfee 
was piicked, every side street waa 
jammed full of people fOT • hxmdred 
yarils back, and thehouKttops for blocks 
away were hidden by masses of enthu- 
siastic applauders. A rough nstiinate is 
that btftween 500,000 and 000,000 people 
saw the p.iriulo. 

The dav passed with fewer accidents 
than were expeeU ii, and none was seri- 
ous. Severid women fainted in the 
erowils along thi' sidewalks, and a few 
l>rostration8 amenj^ the vetenins were 
reported, but such thonmgh prepara- 
tions ha*l b«>eu made for tliis chis« of 
cases by the hosiutal corps of thu na- 
tional Kuard that immediate attention 
was given and speedy relief alforded. 

The police an-augements for handling 
the immense crowd wen^ an i.».nr!y per- 
fect as possible, and the streets alon^ 
the route wer.' kept absolntely olear for 
the use of marchers. 

A neat tribute by the veteriins paid 
the memory of the famous di ad was 
the reverend raising of hats by each 
division as it approached the triumphal 
arch on Fifth avenue in front of the 
Associated Press office. The lifelike 
statues of Washington, Lincoln ami 
(irant surmounting the arch, were 
given this recognition by almost every 
division passing through. , . . 

The weathercoutiuued cool and brignt 
thronghont the entire day. The near- 
est approach to undue (^xcitement wuh 
at 8 o'clock in the evening, when thn e 
alarms were turned in for a lire on 
Union street, just at the foot of Fifth 
avenue. The Union hotel was ablaue, 
and from its location in the midst of uid 
and closely built business bUKUS, a grci.t 
alarm was lelt. The fire was soon con- 
trolled, but the excitement among th«) 
the immense number of promenaders on 
the streets did uot die out for some 
time.

Travies f(illowed her out, auil strucl; her 
in the mouth, whereupon she struck 
him on tlie lu'ad with the \\\>od, kiio« k- 
in^f hiui down. 

He lay where he fell, and Mrs. Batten 
then went to the house of Mrs. Wubb, 
colored, nearby, to nrnain for the rest 
of the night. She "returned about 5 
o'clock, however, with Mrs. Webb, and 
foimd Travies still lying on the ground. 
They carried him into the house. Hc^ 
was then still olive, but died an hour or 
so later. Mrs. Batten waa looked np on 
the ohaiOT nrnrder.

EXPLOSION OF QAg, 



Man Killetl, Another Fatally Hart 
and Three Others Injured. 
ASHLAMD, Pa., Sept. la.— A terrible 
explosion of gas occurred yesterday aft- 
ernoon in the Ceutralia oolUery mines, 
operated by L. A. Biley A Company, 
by which George Electro was instantly 
killed. James Forgorty was fatally iu- 
jared and John Cook was seriously 
burned. Two Hungarian laborers, 
whose names could not be learned, were 
also injured. 

The Kiis was ignite*! by Electra's 
naked lamp. His body was frightfully 
miuigled and burned. Fergiu-ty was 
thrown a distance of liO feet along the 
^,'anKway iuid wus injured iiiterually.

Ou Sunday oven 1 11^; tln' McCoys f.im- 
ily and the Philt.i.- fiK tioii went to 
church at Thackor and anotlii r riot took 
place, .lohii Phillips wiw shot and cm 
uot recover, and two of the MeCoy 
crowd Were also injuriHl. No anesis 
have yet been made. It now look^ as 
though one side or the other will Ik' an- 
nihilated before the trouble is at au 
end. 

Attempt l« W i< < lc aTiulu. 

Boisi:, Ivla., ISept. 12.— An attempt 
was ma<le last muht to wreck tlie we.- i- 
bound train on the (n-e^'on Sliort Lme 
at Owyo bridge, -JO miles east of Nam 
pa. A rail was iihisened on thu brid;ie, 
whichis Ji') iu« t lii^a. It wax discov- 
ered by the section foreman just btjforo 
the train arrived, aud he tli.';,'»,'ed the 
train. An armed man, mountod, was 
observed on a hill nearby making si;f- 
nals. This man afterward apinared 
uKam and fired twice at the foreman. 
Deputy United States marshals and 
ai* in pursuit.

THB HISTORY OF TH8 STRIKE. 

lie Heard the Moba Jeer nt lujanctlooit 
and Snw Kinployea Threa t— d hy the 

Kiiitcis Tliirti'iMi Wllnpusr^ 'iist i Mi'il 
tor the Uuvtii-n meut During tliu Day. 
OtaenMloa Between Attovaeya. 

( 'iiK Alio, Hept. I Tlu' trial of the 
Aiiieiiean K.Tilway union contempt 
las"^ was resumed yesterday In-fore 
•Judge Woods, in the United btatos 
court. The &rst witness was (General 
Suiwrintendent Charles Dunlapof the 
( iiicagu, Rock Island and Pacific rail- 
road. .Mr. Dnnlap testitied -ah to inter- 
ruption of traffic on his road, and tic; 
deiayinj< of mail trains. 

The court ruled that the witness 
could testify only as to what he actually 
saw, and could not use information pre- 
I>iued in tyi)ewritten form which was 
received from employes under him. He 
heard memb.'rs of niobs on different oc- 
casions je. r at the {,'overnnient aud 
curse the \Vouds-(iro.-*scup injunction in 
uni:ii\if>iUed ti'rins. He also was a wit- 
ne.-.s to the stopping of iruins, and heard 
employes threateUM hy riotsn WitU 
personal vi. rleuito. 

"L>o you tlduk tlicre would li.ive been 
any trouble in movmg trains it there 
Im 1 b'-en no tlu'euta (n vlolenoo}" asked 

Attorney Walker. 

"I do not. .lust as soon as we got 
protection we Jiad no trouble in filUug 
the pl:icu8 of strikers and in operating 
om" trains.'' 

^■It. Duulap said that in 20 years' ex- 
l)crienoe he had never seen a strike uu- 
.iccompauiod by violence. 

Ou cross-examination Mr. Gro^ory 
tried to elicit information in re^Mi-d to 
the methods of the General Miwua^ors' 
association. Counsel for the govern- 
ment objected on the ground of irrelev- 
ance, upon which Air. Gregory made a 
long speech, in which he pointed out 
that he woidd attempt to provo the ex- 
istence of a combination among thu 
general managers to rednoe wages, 
which would justify a combination of 
laborers to resist suuh methods. 

Throughout the day the attorneys for 
the defense continued to object to the 
evidence aa introduced by the govern- 
ment, aud for some reason Judge Wooils 
sustowed them mnon oftener than he 
did during the earlier days of the triid. 

In all 18witneb.ses tostilicd for 
government during the day, most oi uie 
evidence adduced deahug with tue 
scenes of violence in and about the city 
during the strike. Towards the r-U ise of 
the aiternooii theoounsnlforthu brovern- 
ment got down to the ;u'tual work of 
connecting ilr. Debs aud his as.s/x-iutes 
with the lawlessness by introdueuig the 
telegraph meestuiger boys wh-/ aomvrt d 
various telegrams previously put in 
evidenoo at thu oliices of the American 
Railway union. In all Imt thren ciuvjs 
the messages wuiv eith*fr signwl Uy tlie 
do(jrkeoper or Mr. bi iiexliet, the tyju.- 
WTitcr. In throe cubi!« one of the 
mes.sengor boys said he had delivered 
telogriuus to Mr. Debs pirsuuaUv iuid 
he luul reotnptcd for thtui. '^'he dtiiivery 
sheet was not in evidence, however, bat 
will be preseut<»d later in tiie twul. 

W. T. Holier, ex-jiTosideiit of the 
world's ("oluiubian exposition, told how 
he and a lar,;e number of other pASseu- 
jrers were lied up for 11 days at Living- 
ston, Moll., and of sending,' a teiegram 
to Mr. Debs, which was indorse<l by the 
local A. R. V. K iuler, vuv Mr. Kcliy. 
He had never received any answer "to 
his appeid for assistance Ui Mr. Doljs, 
but he said he heard that Kelly hiul got 
orders to move the train if possible, but 
he did nol kaow this of hli own knowl- 
edge. 

.J. N. Scales, general superintendent 
of the MDbilu and Ohio railroad, another 
witness, ideutitied the telegraphic oorre- 
spoudenc^ wldch he ha<i with l)eb.-i re 

gording the raising of the boycott on 
is road. Ht; had wired Mr. Debs in 
the first place, telliiii^' him chut the Mo- 
bile aud Ohio road ran no Puilnuui oars 
ami requesting him to do what lay in 
his power to prevent the strike. 

The next telegram bore the name of 
Debs and aslied if the Mobile aud Ohio 
road belonged to the General Mamvgors' 
association. Upon Mr. Scales' assur- 
ance by wire that it did not, a telegram 
was sent asking doales to call onDwyer 
the local representative of the Amer' 
can Railway onioii. and make arrange- 
ments ¥rith him rMrarding the calluiK 
otf of the strike. This, Mr. Scales test i- 
liud, that he did, and read the agree- 
ment which he had with Dwyur. The 
tek-groms were all placed in evidence. 

(Jne of the attorneys for the govern- 
ment said that if the telegrams could 
bo positively tr.iced to Debs in tliis case 
his directing hand in the strike would 
be positively ostablished. 

The feature of the day's prcxieediugs 
was a discussion brought about by At- 
torney (rregory,_ in whiub Ue scored 
the iJiiierai 
( ire>,'ory >aid : 

"il we can ffet the witnesses to testi- 
fy and the ci)urt will admit the i^vi- 
deuee, I think we ean show that this 
tJener'il MaiiaK'ers' a»isouialion vaspre- 
pariiiK to reduee tin; wages of the em- 
ployes on the roads winch Its ineml".Ts 
represented. They wen," sei'kinK to do 
this liy a combination against labor, 
and tliis was tlio real caii.se of the 
strike. From one end of this country 
to the oilier We Ij.ivo lie;ird people de- 
uouiiciuK tl'i'< sympathetic strike. Yet 
Judge Co<^i ley. in his atldress to the 
American Bar a.ssociation, says that no 
board of arbitration— aud I add that no 
injunction — can comiicl a man to work i( 
they do not waut to. Now thuse employes 
hadft right taoiiitL week.. NtLiaiiwowon 



coniii prev(!iit tiiem ironi quitting or 
from a< I visin;? others to quit. The gov- 
ernment has offered certain tele>n'.ims 
sent to tiiese dr'teiidants, they have 
jiroved violence, but there has Uien 
no testimony as to oonneotion between 

the facts." 

Judfic Woods replied that h • tlio!i;,'ht 
.some of tlu'.se di.scussion.-. t;oit<'ii 
up to draw tlie fire of the court, but the 
court so far endeavored to prev- iit i he 
tin- from ili'Velopi.i);. He said lie hat] a 
deei>ion by JuMtiou Hurlau ou tiie sub- 
ji et oi >ri dies, wUoh he would SOUtt luy 
belol e I liem. 

..Mr. Erwin argued that an}' testimony 
was admissible whicli wouid show a 
mitii^ation of the oifenso. 'Ihejudye 
ri'))lied ihi't he was of the opiuiou tliat 
evidei,( r I'l mitigatiou would only be lU- 
lowablt) in criminal ca.ses.

Wlekedeet Cltjr in the Ooantry, la the Deo- 
lemlioB of Hev. Laaslac. 

Rostov, .Sept. )■}. — Rev. L<>aac.T. Lans- 
iuK, D. D., dl.M■u-,.■^ed the immorality of 
Boston at th > meeting of the Evaii;^eli- 
cal tiliianoe and asked all ( hristiaus to 
do \\ hat they could to encourage Gen- 
eral Martin in his reform of the Boston 
plice. Among other things Dr. Ltuis- 
iug »nid: 

"Wo ne(Hi a revival on lines of e n 
duct and Ufe and law rather than of 
s< lit iuiunt aud doctrine. There is a del- 
uge of immorality sweeping over this 
eotmtry. It is largely due to foreign 
immigration. Our new arrivals are 
threatening all our institutions. Cri:.i' 
against personid property has b-.*-'!i 
atly increased. I am also iucliucd t , < 
ilieve that there has been a decay >i 
truthfulness. Men in courts will tell 
what they please and no more. When 
it comes to the social evil, no one dare^ 
to look at the state of atfoirs. I have 
not asked the ministers of Boston what 
they think of its social condition, but I 
have asked the traveling men, who 
know all the largest cities in the hiud, 
and from every one of them 1 have re- 
ceived the same answer, that in no city 
of this country is vice so open as in Bo.^- 
toii. Not only are the iun-rible estab- 
lishments advi rti-^ed in the press, but 
they are m.irked by signs, and under 
the names of 'ma^sa^ie operators,' or 
chiropodi.-ts,' or ■m.iiueures' the worn 'u 
carry on their fearful work. Yon coiilo 
see! it openly oil streets la^t nij^lit ; .\o,i 
can .see it almost anj'where. I am <■"';- 
vinced that wliat we need is a reviv,, 
that would help (jienerul Miutin in his 
work to reform the poUce."

(Joii- 
tnuy to the expeotations of the sight- 
seers, the features did not ornmble away 
on exposure to the air, bat remained 
clear cut, lifelike and nnwasted. Abont 
the bea<lwere two braids of golden hair, 
aud aero88 tlm brt'iwt both bands bad 
been carefully folded. The face is said 
to be one of great beauty, every feature 
exhibiting intelligence and ooltore.

What the Sta*e Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture Says of the OatMpk.' 
.l|oBtJ|l]r Bepoirt. 

State Commissioner of Agriculture Mc- 
Dowell in ids numtbly report just issued 
■iay-^: ".^iiiri' iny report oi July Ist there 
ha\ (■ l)ceii tine rains in the larger portions 
of tin- State, some counties having been 
more favoied than otliera. There is a 
much better fi'(^lin<; anions the farmers. 
Both the corn anil ttic tobacco crojis iiave 
been very much lienctited. The .\ uunst 
report of of the statistician of the L niteil 
States I)e|>ariiiiciit of .\Krieulture shows 
a decline in corn of nearly 'h\ jioints from 
July 1st to .ViiL'Ust 1st. In some locali- 
ties the crop was injured beyond recov- 
ery, while in others timely rains baveim- 
l)roveil it very much, and the indications 
now are that the crop will be better than 
was antii'ipated, not only lu re l)Ut in all 
the States. I will venture to say that 
there was never a better crop made with 
as small a t|uantitv of rain. The farmer 
has done bis whole dutv; the crop was 
never better worked, ami those that were 
fortunate enough to ^et an early stand of 
com will make a fair yield. As many 
farmers have alrea<ly commenced to feed 
their hogs on wheat, much of the corn 
will be saved in this way. The U. S. 
Agricultural Department has recognized 
the importance of feeding wheat to live 
stock, and has issued a Dalletin on the 
subject. The bulletin advocates the feed- 
ing of screenings and low grade wheat to 
ammala, and placing none bat first-class 
wheat on the market It shows that 
where wheat and com are the same price 
per bushel, it is preferable to sell corn 
and feed wheat. There are a good many 
farmers substituting barley for wheat this 
season, because of the extreme low price 
of the latter, regarding it a more profita- 
ble cri ii> because of tlie greater yield per 
acre, and being a better grain for horses 
than wheat. There is also a di.sposition 
to sow more rve than usual. I liave had 
several inciuiries for larvre 'white rye' for 
seed from parties who want to sow it. I 
would like to hear from anyone who has 
a nice clean article for sale. This cer- 
tainly would be a \i(w<\ fall to sow rye for 
winter pasture, as there is a short crop 
of corn ami hay. For pasturi', rye should 
be .sown early and niucli tl licker than for 
grain crop. A very ^.'nod i)lan would be 
to sow rye on your slubi)k' Jields early 
this fall, and run your ilisc harnjw over 
it; will l)e all that is neiessary ; it will 
all'ord L'ood w inter [lasture and w ill be a 
good fertilizer to turn umler in the 
spring. 

"I have been in fifteen or twenty 
ooanties since the rains commenced, and 
in most of these coanties there will be a 
fair crop of com, at least three-fourths of 

a crop. Some correspondents report 
'never na<l better crops of corn or tobacco.' 

" Nearly all correspondents write there 
is a wonderful improvement in tobaco 
since the rains commenced. Before the 
rains a good deal of the tobacco was burn- 
ing up and bad tu be cat, but if we do not 
have an early frost, tobacco will continue 
to improve. There has been consider- 
able damage in some counties from hail. 
Ueports as to condition are very wide 
ajiart. One correspondent from Gray- 
son County i)Ut the condition as low as 
.'■') per cent. A summary of the whole is 
'1 

"There seiins to be a better demand 
for ho^'s than any other kiiicl of live stock. 
1 askeil my corre-^pondents as to the aver- 
age "juaiitity of hojrs to be fed this fall. 
The |ier cent, is jilaceil at .SI. 

■'The avera^'c ipiantity of two-vear-old 
cattle to 1k' fed this fall is jdaced at 77.4 
per eeiil. 

"A Very small numbei of counties re- 
j ort any clover seed this fall. The croi) 
IS neaily an entire failure. Winter kill- 
xw)!, spriiiu frosts and drought are the 
riiicipal causes of the sliortage. Acre- 
ai;e couipareii with last year, 70 percent. 

Ci'iKlitioii, •i-').t>. 

"The ( lovernnieiit Report of the comli- 
tion of potatoes August Ist, is placed at 
74 percent., a decline of IS.Ssince July Ist. 
The report for this State is "7 per cent, 
acreage. 

"As to the fruit crop in this State, there 
is not enough to inquire about. The 
(Tovernment reports a further decline in 
apples, the percentage standing 44 for 
August against 47 for July. The condi- 
tion of peaches has fallen much lower, 
and now standi at the extremely low flff- 
ure of 22.8."

DEATH OF DON PIO PICa

Los Anoki^EB, Sept. 13.— Don I*io 
Pico, tliti last Mexican Rovcruor of Civli 
fornia, died here yosterday. He wa« 94 
78M1 of age. Until within a few weeks 
he was in good health, thoagh feeble. 
Fio Pico was born at San Gabriel in 
1101, and on the death of his father, in 
1S19, moved to Saa Diego, where he 
opened a store. He prospered there, 
beoame somewhat prominent in a polit 
iOKl way, and secured the title to one of 
the large Mexican grauto, which he anb- 
■eqpeutly sold to the Americans. 

His political prominence frequently 
placed him on the wrong side and h<> 
■everal tiiuee soffeted imprisonment. 
Bat on the whole his tendency wat> up- 
wards. He was president of the .iunt.i 
in 1845 at the time of Michael Tore ink 'a 
downfall, and became temporary go\- 
ernor Feb. 22. His ofQco was couttrniud 
in Mexico, and on April 18, 1816, he 
took tlie oath as coustitutional KuT- riior. 
holding the office nutil Muxiuu lost puj- 
■eeeiou of tlio couutiy. 

On thu upprniu'h of the Araerioaii 
farces he fled to Mexico, bat roturuvKl 
to California m 1848, KottliiiK at 8a!itu 
Margarita.
